Battle is Fought in Streets 
of Constantinople this 
Morning. 

Palace Surrounded by Invad* 
ing Troops. 

TWO THOUSAND ARE KILLED 



Constantinople, April fjg£ — Con- 
stantinople fell after a night of 
bloody fighting between 5,000 sol- 
diers, forming the suttsn's guard, 
and the Young Turkish forces under 
command of Cheftek Pasha. The 
garrison of Yildls Kiosk surrendered 
this morning. It is estimated 2.000 
soldiers were killed and thousands 
were wounded. 

The Young Turks followed up the 
surrender by throwing a heavy! col- 
umn of their own soldiers around tho 
palace, making the sultan a prisoner. 
The Young Turk leaders are now in 
conference with him. 

The foreign population Is In no 
Immediate danger. Two foreigners 
are reported killed. Frederick Moore, 
an American correspondent, was shot 
while tryiug to make a picture of tho 
fighting. Soldiers thought the cam- 
era a deadly machine. The fighting 
really began at 7 o'ciook last night, 
when soldiers of the Daoud- barracks 
returned from attending the sultan 
to Selamllk ceremony In the mosque 
and found Young Turk soldiers, in- 
cluding a battalion of Salonlca Chas- 
seurs. had occupied their barracks. 
In a brief engagement two wero 
killed. 

The real engagement began at 5 
o'clock this morning when the battle 
broke in earnest.

Then 
follows some of the things tn which 
the city of Islington is on the “fir- 
ing line." along with the advance 
thinker* on municipal affairs. 

This reminded The Spectator of 
the old revival hymn, “Count your 
many blessings, namo them one by 
one," etc. It is good, now and then, 
just to look at the bright side of 
things, even though there be clouds; 
to count the things we do have, 
rather than only ^the thing* we 
should like to have. In thi* spirit 
let us see what Paducah has to 
boast of. though there are doubtless 
many things which she as yet does 
not have. And a survey of whst our 
city has accomplished In the way of 
Improvement and development dur- 
ing. say the last five year*, will put 
us in the forefrokt of all the Titles 
south of the river. 'l.<-t us see some 
of the more prominent things that 
•these five year* have brought. In 
the retail district, on Broadway 
from the river to Fifth street, more 
than forty of the building* have 
either been built new or bad their 
front* remodeled in an up-to-date 
manner. Third street has been paved 
with brick to Mechanicsburg. Broad- 
way and Jefferaon and Kentucky 
have been paved with bitulitbic from 
Fifth to the railroad, and llkewlae 
the Intersecting streets have been so 
paved.

Cairo, 111., April 24 . — A meeting' 

of the directors of the Cairo Commer- 
cial club was held last night to con- 
fer with Mr. Freundllch and other 
representatives of the Paducah and 
Ohio River Interurbau Railroad Co., 
which proposes to build a road from 
Paducah to Bast Cairo. The subject j 
was discussed at some length, it was 
stated that an agreement had been ' 
made with eastern people to finance 
the project to the amount of one m!!- 1 
lion dollars provided people along the 
line would aubacrlbe $100,900 In 
gold bond*, said bonds to be payable 
in 20 years and draw 6 per rent in 
terest, and not to be paid for by the 
subscribers until 30 days after the 
road shall have been completed and 
In otieratlon. 

Mr Freundllch said Paducah peo: j 
pie had agreed to take $50,000 of the 
bonds, people In town* along the line 
had agreed to take $20 MOO, and It 
whs expected that Cairo people would 
take the other $25,000,

the railroad shall be built and In 
operation within two years from the 
date of the subscription.

SENATOR NELSON a 
FOR WATERWAYS 

Ssys th<* Railroads Will Bene 
fit by Them 



Haa Made Study of Situation for 
Yearn and Speak* With 
Authority. 



SHOULD I1K IMPROVED AT ONCE. 



> Washington, April 23. (Special.) — 
"The work of the pioneer in the de- 
velopment of the country la no nov- 
elty to the railway, but it la n decided 
novelty In the development of the 
waterway. The question of water- 
way Improvement haa grown with the 
growth of the nation until It haa be- 
come a subject for serloua considera- 
tion, (Ml onlv on the part of the gen- 
eral government, but by the individ- 
ual atntee aa well, for It Is only 
through the hearty co-operation of 
the federal power, and the state au- 
i thorttlea, that anything like a com- 
prehensive policy, looking to the Im- 
provement of our.rivers and harbors 
can be accomplished," said Senator 
Knute Nelson, of Minnciota, a mem- 
ber of the commerce committee of 
that body. 

"The railroad l.aa had no more rea- 
son to fear or to oppose the ateam- 
boet than the trolley car. Both have 
their uses of co operation and com- 
petition. Both are necessary to 
serve the Increasing need of our do- 
mestic snd foreign commerce. There 
will be business enough for th* rail- 
road* at paying rates no matter how 
much the rivers are Improved or how 
cheap!/ they can carry freight.” 

Among the men of the senate who 
have made waterway Improvements 
a systematic study Knute Nelson eas- 
ily takes first rank A pioneer him- 
self. having gone Into Minnesota In 
1871, he early became Interested In 
the development cf the Mississippi 
and all Us tributaries. And he has 
contributed much to the literature of 
waterways bringing to the subject 
hard-readed business sense, a tribute 
to his Norwegian ancestors. 

Knute Nelson Says: 

"I am firmly fbnvlnced that our 
waterway Improvements ought to be 
carried on In a systematic manner 
and only such Improvements should 
be made as will prove of substantial 
aid to navigation. I reel that no mat- 
ter how many railroads we get, water- 
ways will In no wise Interfere with 
the railroads In the movement of 
heavy and slow freight which the rail 
roads do not ‘banker’ for. I recall 
very distinctly when we had up In 
congress the bill providing for the 
building of the Lake Erie and Ohio 
canal, and I wondered at that time, 
having been Informed tbat the rail- 
roads were antagonistic to the Im- 
provement of our waterways, why the 
Pennsylvania Railroad company 
would not oppose the blit and t was 
Informed tbst the freight on the rail- 
roads was congested and that the rail 
rarrlers welcomed any movement 
that looked to the lifting of such con- 
gestion because the railroads realized 
that only the heavier and the bulkier 
freight could be moved tc advantage 
by wateiVr 

"( have watched with Interest the 
growth of the movement for a com- 
prehensive plan of waterway develop- 
ment In the United States snd a very 
great deal of praise for the crystal- 
lisation of this sentiment Is due to 
the National Rivers and Harbors con- 
gress, and I feel sure that the agita- 
tion begun by this great body of busi- 
ness men was largely Instrumental In 
the appointment of the waterways 
commission provided for In the last 
river and harbor bill. 

“I believe we eould spend from 
thirty to forty millions a year on wa- 
terway betterments and I feel tbat 
this sum coulA be taken out oj cur- 
rent revenues without cramping the 
treasury to any appreciable extent 
The passage of the last river and har. 
bor bill, which was essentially an 
emergency bill, providing for new sur- 
veys and the, completion of surveys 
already began, will give the two 
houses of eongress an opportunity 
next winter to enact a river and har- 
bor bill which will connect up various 
projects now under way, for the de- 
velopment of the rivers, harbors and 
canals of the country. When we 
consider what Germany. France and 
even England srn doing for their wa- 
terways It behooves us to stir our- 
selves or else we will be found wholly 
unprepared to meet these nations in 
the great wtr of commerce now go- 
ing on."
